Our  advisor, 
Mr.  Dan  Boone,  showed  us  the  way  through  the  fascinat- 
ing maze  of  junior  year  events.  We  remember  with  fond- 
ness and  delight  the  fabulous  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C.; 
the  Junior-Senior  on  the  theme,  “Sea  of  Dreams”;  the 
junior  play,  CHARLEY'S  AL1NT;  and  the  day  the  long- 
awaited  class  rings  arrived.  Preparations  for  the  senior  year 
began  with  the  selection  of  Doris  Phillips  and  Don  Smith 
as  editors  of  the  ALBROKAN  and  the  BROWN  HIGH- 
LIGHTS.

Dari  Daves  and 
Allen  Rainey  were  chosen  as  mascots,  and  the  class  se- 
lected “The  Past— Our  Guide;  The  Future— Our  Dream” 
as  its  motto  and  the  purple  orchid  and  lavender  and  silver 
as  its  flower  and  colors.

Our  days  at  Brown  High  as  students  are  completed;  we 
now  face  the  future,  but  we  face  it  with  confident  hope, 
realizing  that  we  have  received  a guidance  in  these  years 
which  is  as  invaluable  as  it  is  hard  to  define.  The  days 
are  gone,  but  they  will  not  be  forgotten.
